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If  the  short,  yet  significant  history  of  our 
school  were  to  be  plotted  on  a  graph,  as 
we  do  with  so  much  other  data  inoptometry, 
we  would  find  a  steep  curve  rising  towards 
infinity. 

This  mathematical  representation  is  a  true 
picture  of  an  educational  institution  which 
has  mode  such  phenomenal  strides  in  less 
than  two  years,  and  today  it  may  well  be 
placed  on  the  same  level  as  the  best  schools 
of  optometry. 

The  Chicago  College  of  Optometry  was 
formally  launched  in  November,  1947. 
Dr.  Reuben  Seid,  the  president  of  the  col- 
lege, chartered  the  course  for  this  new  ship 
in  the  educational  sea  when  he  stated: 
".  .  .  it  promises  to  open  the  way  for  an 
institution  that  will  serve  the  highest  inter- 
ests of  Optometry  and  of  Optometric  edu- 
cation." 

Dr.  Seid  was  right.  Hardly  a  week  has 
passed  by,  since  that  memorable  day  in 
in  1947  that  Chicago  College  has  not 
worked  on  the  fulfillment  of  that  promise. 

To  appraise  the  school  correctly,  one 
must  look  at  its  student  body,  for  even  the 
best  educational  institution  is  only  as  good 
OS  its  students  want  to  make  it.  The  bulk 
of  the  first  groups  to  enter  the  school  were 
made  up  of  World  War  II  veterans,  study- 
ing underthe  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights.  No  school 
could  have  asked  for  a  better  group  of 
students.  Though  slightly  above  the  average 
college  age,  these  men,  who  had  seen 
action  from  Anzio  to  Okinawa,  took  it 
upon  themselves  to  bolster  Chicago  Col- 
lege and  through  it  their  new  profession. 

These  were  earnest  men,  eager  men,  men 
who  had  to  make  up  for  lost  time  and 
wanted  to  make  every  minute  count.  Not 
only  were  their  ages  above  average,  but 
their  education  was  equally  advanced. 
Here  were  students  with  college  degrees, 
graduate  engineers,  occountants,  teachers, 
former  business  men,  sitting  side  by  side 
with  the  students  fresh  out  of  high  school. 

Since  history  is  expected  to  put  forth 
dotes,  let  May  6,  1948  be  a  milestone 
for  the  future  generations  who  will  wont 
to  explore  the  past  of  their  alma  mater. 
On  that  date,  although  known  long  before 
that,  Chicago  College  of  Optometry  was 


formally  accredited  by  the  Council  on  Education 
and  Professional  Guidance  of  the  American 
Optometric  Association. 

Dr.  Morton  L.  Abram,  Vice-President  of  the 
college,  summed  up  the  implications  of  the 
school's  recognition  when  he  stated:  "This  means 
that  the  tremendous  efforts  of  the  student  body, 
faculty  and  administration  of  C.  C.  O.  to  de- 
velop a  good  school  has  been  recognized  by 
the  Council  on  Education  and  Professional  Guid- 
ance. It  also  signifies  that  we  are  now  placed 
on  the  same  footing  as  other  schools  of  op- 
tometry ..." 

The  curve  still  rises.  If  the  students  were  good, 
the  men  who  were  responsible  for  their  educa- 
tion as  ethical  and  professional  optometrists  hod 
to  match  their  thirst  for  truth  and  knowledge. 
The  administration  left  no  stone  unturned  to 
secure  the  best  men  in  the  field  to  serve  as 
executives  and  instructors.  Dr.  Eugene  Freeman, 
scholar,  philosopher,  author,  lecturer,  optom- 
etrist and  one  of  the  world's  greatest  authorities 
on  contact  lenses,  was  selected  to  head  the 
faculty  as  dean  of  the  school.  Dr.  Z.  John 
Bruce  Schoen,  psychologist,  optometrist,  scien- 
tist, with  years  of  research  to  guide  him,  and 
author  of  numerous  articles  in  psychological  and 
optometric  journals,  was  selected  to  head  the 
Optometry  department. 


Realizing  that  optometry  schools  must  take 
the  lead  in  research,  the  school  was  successful 
in  persuading  Dr.  Thaddeus  R.  Murrows,  eminent 
authority  in  various  fields  of  optomelric  research 
to  head  the  school's  research  deportment. 

The  curve  is  still  rising. 

To  accomplish  all  these  aims  physical  expan- 
sion became  necessary.  And  so,  one  day,  the 
two  building  school  became  a  seven  building 
campus.  As  these  words  are  being  written  five 
buildings,  situated  in  appropriate  settings  of 
lawns,  shade  trees,  drive  ways,  colonnades, 
arches  and  architectural  beauty,  are  being  re- 
modelled to  suit  CCO's  plans  for  expansion. 

The  buildings,  the  former  estate  of  Senator 
Adams,  will  serve  as  clinics  and  dormitories. 

This  brings  us  to  today.  Today,  our  first  class 
is  graduating.  These  young  Doctors  of  Optom- 
etry are  leaving  with  the  knowledge  that  they 
have  learned  to  become  skillful,  ethical  and 
professional  practitioners.  They  ore  leaving  with 
the  kindest  wishes  of  their  teachers  and  the 
students  they  leave  behind.  They  are  leaving 
with  the  knowledge  that  the  school  was  the  best 
they  could  have  attended  to  learn  optometry— 
and  yet  as  they  are  leaving,  a  group  of  young- 
sters is  passing  through  the  registrar's  office  to 
start  the  routine  of  filling  out  of  forms  for  en- 
trance into  the  college's  new  five  year  program. 
The  curve  is  still  rising.

In  the  practice  o\  a  profession  based  on  the  apphca- 
tion  of  the  results  of  science  to  human  problems,  facts 
are  given,  and  rules  are  given,  but  the  application  of 
the  rules  to  the  facts,  and  the  interpretation  of  the  results, 
ore  never  given  beforehand.  They  are  created  by  a 
synthetic  activity  of  the  mind — the  act  of  judging,  and 
no  one  pretends  that  such  a  creative  judgment  can  ever 
be  wholly  free  from  the  hazard  of  uncertainty.  The 
solution  of  any  non-factual  problem  is  always  personal 
and  tentative;  in  the  final  analysis,  the  conclusion  is  a 
GUESS  which  represents  a  judgment  drawn  from  an  inte- 
gration of  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  indi- 
vidual thinker  himself — a  conclusion  which  can  never  be 
objective  and  final,  but  which  can  be  intelligent  despite 
its  being  a  guess.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  education  in 
its  deepest  sense  is  primarily  the  training  of  the  faculty 
of  judgment,  by  means  of  which  guesses  can  be  formu- 
lated and  evaluated  with  the  maximum  of  intelligence. 

One  of  the  most  widespread  misconceptions  concern- 
ing education  is  that  "guessing"  is  an  illegitimate  prac- 
tice which  should  be  used  by  the  student  only  to  cover 
up  faulty  knowledge.  As  the  result  of  this  miscon- 
ception, the  student  rarely  guesses  except  when  he  knows 
that  he  should  not  be  doing  so.  Consequently  he  thinks 
for  himself  as  little  as  possible.  A  "guess"  has  been 
defined  as  "a  swift  conclusion  from  data  directly  at 
hand  and  held  as  probable  or  tentative,  while  one  con- 
fessedly lacks  material  for  certainty."  Concerning  matters 
OF  FACT, guessing  can  never  be  anything  but  stupid.  No 
deficiency  in  our  knowledge  of  facts  can  ever  be  bridged 
intelligently  by  guessing.  No  matter  how  brilliant  a 
student  or  a  practitioner  may  be,  he  must  accept  and 
learn  facts  exactly  as  they  are  given.  In  the  pursuit  of 
truth,  it  is  as  deadly  a  sin  to  guess  about  facts  as  it  would 
be  to  deliberately  misrepresent  them.  Education  begins 
with  the  faithful  and  literal  learning  of  facts,  and  in  the 
realm  of  facts,  guessing  is  taboo. 

While  education  begins  with  the  faithful  and  literal 
learning  of  facts,  it  does  not  stop  there.  Facts  are  useless 
and  inert  until  they  are  understood,  and  interpreted  and 
applied  to  human  experience,-  and  this  breathing  of  life 
into  deadfacts  is  not  done  by  learning  more  facts,  it  can  be 
accomplished  only  by  a  creative  activity  of  the  mind, 
for  which  we  hove  no  satisfactory  name,  but  which  is 
hinted  at  by  such  terms  as  native  intelligence,  braini- 
ness,  the  power  of  original  thinking,  quick-wittedness, 
resourcefulness,  good  judgment  and  wisdom. 

The  student  or  practitioner  who  is  deficient  in  this 
special  talent  is  correspondingly  deficient  in  his  ability 
to  guess  intelligently,  that  is,  to  formulate  non-factual 
judgments  based  upon  facts  which  have  been  intelli- 
gently interpreted.  Instead  of  relying  upon  his  own  skill 
in  interpretation  and  judgment,  he  relies  on  formulas 
or  rules  which  he  applies  mechanically,  so  that  even 
when  he  gets  the  right  answer,  he  does  not  necessarily 
understand  it.  Consequently,  even  a  slight  lapse  of  his 
memory  may  prove  to  be  disastrous,-  but  even  more  im- 
portant is  his  helplessness  in  a  situation  where  either 
he  has  no  ready-made  formulas  which  are  relevant,  or 
he  does  not  know  which  one  to  use.  There  are  no  formulas 
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EUGENE  FREEMAN,  O.D.,  Ph.D. 


for  creating  formulas,  any  more  than  there  are  any 
formulas  for  determining  which  formula  is  relevant  for 
the  solution  of  a  given  problem.  When  used  intelli- 
gently, formulas  are  convenient  and  indispensible  aids 
for  solving  problems  with  a  minimum  amount  of  mental 
exertion,  but  they  can  easily  become  booby  traps  for 
the  unintelligent. 

Sir  William  Osier,  the  great  physician,  was  fond  of 
quoting  a  verse  from  Cowper,  which  re-creates  one  of 
the  fundamental  teachings  of  Socrates: 

"Knowledge  and  wisdom,  far  from  being  one. 
Have  oft-times  no  connexion.    Knowledge  dwells 
In  heads  replete  with  thoughts  of  other  men,- 
Wisdom  in  minds  attentive  to  their  own. 
Knowledge  is  proud  that  he  has  learned  so  much 
Wisdom  is  humble  that  he  knows  no  more." 

You  have  now  received  the  diploma  which  symbolizes 
the  knowledge  and  wisdom  that  you  have  gained  at 
Chicago  College  of  Optometry,  and  certifies  you  as 
qualified  to  enter  into  the  practice  of  professional 
optometry,  except  for  the  disturbing  State  Board  exam- 
nations  which  still  are  before  you.  I  hope  that  they 
will  prove  to  be  mere  formalities  for  you.  The  faculty 
joins  with  me  in  extending  to  you  our  heartiest  congrat- 
lations  and  best  wishes  for  your  continued  success  in 
professional  optometry.  In  the  words  of  Cowper,  we 
are  proud  that  you  have  learned  so  much,  and  humble 
that  you  have  learned  no  more.

You  will  begin  to 
understand  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
use  of  your  phorometer  and  your  retinoscope 
is  not  enough.  You  must  learn  to  know  people.

i  he  purpose  of  the  Eye  Clinic  of  the 
Chicago  College  of  Optometry  is  two-fold. 
Primarily  its  main  function  is  to  make  out- 
patients available  to  students  of  the  college 
for  a  complete  visual  analysis.  In  accom- 
plishing this  purpose  it  fulfills  the  second 
aim  of  offering  to  the  community  complete 
and  adequate  facilities  for  various  types  of 
eye  care. 

Learning  through  application  is  the  gov- 
erning educational  principle  in  the  eye 
clinic.  The  patient  is  the  "core"  of  the 
curriculum  and  all  courses  and  their  subject 
matter  are  correlated  and  integrated  to  get 
the  maximum  benefit  from  practical  appli- 
cation of  the  material  learned.  The  student 
is  also  taught  the  proper  methods  of  pro- 
fessional behavior  as  applied  to  optometry 
by  working  with  the  out-patients  in  the 
clinic. 

Six  separate  departments  have  been 
added  to  the  expanding  clinic  during  the 
past  year.  The  refraction  clinic  serves  as 
the  basis  for  the  distribution  of  patients  to 
the  other  departments  in  the  clinic  and  is 
staffed  by  competent  registered  optome- 
trists. All  patients  are  given  a  complete 
visual  analysis,  checked  by  staff  doctors. 

The  Visual  Training  Department  is  now 
training  over  one  hundred  cases  which  re- 
quire this  particular  type  of  treatment. 
Patients  whose  examinations  reveal  a  path- 
ological eye  condition  are  given  expert 
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medical  advice  and  care  by  the  Pathology 
Department.  The  services  of  a  well 
equipped  Contact  Lens  Laboratory,  a 
Remedial  Reading  Clinic  and  a  Clinic 
Dispensary  are  also  offered  out-patients  of 
the  clinic.  Over  one  thousand  patients 
register  for  these  services  during  an  aver- 
age month  at  the  Chicago  College  of  Op- 
tometry Eye  Clinic. 

In  preparation  for  the  five  year  program 
in  Optometry  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
college  have  made  available  a  nev^'  eye 
clinic  to  be  established  at  the  corner  of 
Clark  and  Belden  Avenues  on  Chicago's 
near  North  Side.  The  new  clinic  will  have 
twice  the  space  of  the  one  now  in  use  and 
will  include  a  clinical  research  department 
for  the  purpose  of  study  and  investigation 
of  hitherto  unexplored  areas  of  visual  an- 
alysis. 

The  English  system  of  a  refraction  hos- 
pital will  be  used  for  the  fifth  year  clinical 
program  and  students  will  serve  as  interns. 
Students  will  be  required  to  take  seminar 
work  to  complete  their  fifth  year  in  optom- 
etry. To  meet  the  needs  of  the  expanding 
curriculum  of  the  college,  the  clinic  of  the 
Chicago  College  of  Optometry  has  en- 
larged its  facilities  and  personnel. 

To  the  members  of  the  first  graduating 
class  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Optometry 
the  clinical  staff  offers  its  sincere  congratu- 
lations and  best  wishes  for  a  long  and  suc- 
cessful practice  in  professional  optometry.

IN  RETROSPECT 


Let  us  go  back  a  few  years  to  September

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passing  out  huge  cigars  to  everyone  in  the  class. 

Then  there  were  our  class  meetings  presided 
over  by  such  able  Presidents  as  Tom  Sekey, 
Ralph  McConnie  and  Wilbur  Purcell.  Elton 
Gumbel  and  Joe  Rainville  share  equal  honors 
in  having  held  the  office  of  class  secretary  and 
class  treasurer  respectively  throughout  the  entire 
optometric  course. 

The  Student  Council  meetings  were  presided 
over  by  former  Captain  Clifford  Dulion  and  Jack 
Markow  who,  by  the  way,  aside  from  his  ora- 
torical capabilities  is  a  jiu-jitsu  expert.  Jack  will 
insist  that  it  is  the  former  and  not  the  latter  of 
his  talents  that  precipitated  action  in  the  council 
meetings. 

The  two  fraternities,  Omega  Epsilon  Phi  and 
Phi  Theta  Upsilon,  sponsored  many  social  as  well 
as  educational  programs.

The  Senior  I  group  will  be  the  second  graduating  class  from  the  Chicago  College  of  Optometry, 
and  will  undoubtedly  hold  the  distinction  of  being  the  smallest  class,  for  we  have  but  eighteen  mem- 
bers Though  a  small  group,  it  maintains  the  heterogenous  standards  of  our  college  in  relation  to 
the  sections  of  this  world  from  which  we  come— in  fact,  Hawaii  is  claimed  as  "home"  by  two  of  our 
members  and  we  hove  refought  the  Civil  War  "umpteen"  times. 

Many  members  of  our  class  accomplished  the  educational  program  with  the  aid  of  their  wives. 
(Oh,  those  weekly  pay  checks!).  Two  of  our  men  underwent  the  hazads  of  fatherhood  while  students 
and  in  both  cases  the  result  was  "a  boy!".  Toshimi  Ogawa  and  Norbert  Springer  shared  these  honors, 
and  both  of  them  helped  the  hospitals  to  maintain  their  records  of  never  losing  a  father.

Fraternity  life  won  over  several  of  our  students,  and  the  sound  of  Greek  words  was  almost  as  fre- 
quent as,  "Accommodation  associated  with  adduction."  Phi  Theto  Upsilon  was  represented  by 
Dick  Hughes,  Richard  Federhar,  Earl  Berkheimer,  Doug.

"Mr.  Chancellor,  I  make  a  motion  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Omega 
Epsilon  Phi  Optometric  Fraternity  be  acceptecJ  and  that  the  Phi  Delta 
Lambda  Optometric  Fraternity  be  disbanded"  ...  a  long  pause  .  .  . 
this  was  a  serious  motion  .  .  .  finally,  the  motion  was  seconded  .  .  . 
"All  in  favor?"  .  .  .  another  pause  .  .  .  and  then  the  brothers  of  the 
Phi  Delta  Lambda  Fraternity  unanimously  voted,  "Aye".  Thus  on 
November  18,  1948,  Phi  Delta  Lambda  was  disbanded. 

On  December  12,  1948,  at  an  installation  banquet  held  at  Marty's 
Continental  Room,  sixty-three  of  Phi  Delta  Lambda's  sons  and  six 
faculty  members  took  the  secret  oath  and  were  initiated  into  the  Omega 
Epsilon  Phi  Optometric  Fraternity.  The  chapter  at  Chicago  College  of 
Ciptometry  was  designated  lota,  the  ninth  chapter. 

The  Phi  Delta  Lambda  Optometric  Fraternity  was  organized  on 
December  5,  1947  as  the  Theta  Club.  On  January  16,  1947,  the  name 
Phi  Delta  Lambda  was  adopted.  For  two  years  the  organization  flour- 
ished and  its  membership  grew.  Many  social  and  educational  pro- 
grams were  adopted  and  put  into  effect  for  the  enjoyment  and  benefit 
of  the  brothers  of  Phi  Delta  Lambda  as  well  as  the  membership  of  the 
school  as  a  whole.  A  semi-annual  "S.O.P."  affair  was  an  "Installation  of  Officers'  Banquet"  which  was  attended  by  the 
entire  membership  of  the  fraternity  as  well  as  their  wives  and  girl  friends.  Another  semi-annual  affair  was  a  Stag  Party 
for  prospective  members  of  the  fraternity.  These  Stags  drew  a  surprising  number  of  "prospective  members".  The  last  one 
was  attended  by  three  hundred  and  fifty  men.  (We're  glad  you  had  a  good  time,  fellows.)  Another  star  in  the  shining 
history  of  P.D.L.  was  a  Spring  Dance  held  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  FHotel  on  March  27,  1947. 

Thus  the  Theta  Club,  like  Topsy,  just  "growed  and  growed"  to  become  the  Phi  Delta  Lambda  Fraternity  and  eventually 
the  lota  Chapter  of  Omega  Epsilon  Phi  Fraternity.  The  social  and  educational  program  drew  more  and  more  members 
until,  at  the  time  of  its  dissolution  and  entry  into  Omega  Epsilon  Phi,  the  membership  totaled  over  one  hundred  and  thirty 
members  including  graduates. 

When  the  neophite  brothers  of  the  lota  Chapter  entered  the  hallowed  portals  of  Omega  Epsilon  Phi,  they  were  not  fully 
aware  of  all  its  connotations.  The  brothers  were  pleasantly  surprised  when  they  realized  that  they  could  extend  a  fraternal 
hand  to  such  men  as:  Professor  Andrew  J.  Cross,  D.O.S.,  the  Father  of  Optometry  and  the  inventor  of  Dynamic  Retino- 
scopy,  Professor  James  P.  C.  Southall,  M.A.,  America's  leading  scientist  in  geometric  optics,-  Professor  Frederic  A.  Woll, 
Ph.D.,  a  great  optometric  educator,-  Charles  F.  Prentice,  M.E.,  creator  of  the  prism  diopter  (and  Prentice's  Formula,  re- 
member'?), Charles  Sheard,  Ph.D.,  editor  of  the  "Journal  of  Physiological  Optics",-  and  E.  LeRoy  Ryer,  O.D.,  editor 
of  the  "Archives  of  Optometry". 

The  Omega  Epsilon  Phi  Optometric  Fraternity  was  established  as  a  non-sectarian  fraternity  at  the  School  of  Optometry 
of  Columbia  University  on  October  12,  1919.  Since  its  inception,  the  Fraternity  has  been  an  organization  which  has 
transcended  the  bounds  of  race,  color  and  creed,-  one  which  has  promoted  the  cause  of  Optometry  by  encouraging  the 
study  of  its  principles  and  problems  and  by  striving  for  higher  ethical  and  educational  standards  within  the  profession. 
With  this  aim  in  mind,  the  lota  Chapter  of  Omega  Epsilon  Phi  was  founded  with  the  hope  that  the  aims  and  ideals  set 
down  here  will  not  be  too  big  a  burden  for  us  and  our  successors.

SOCIETY  FOR  STRABISMUS  RESEARCH 

For  the  past  several  years.  Dr.  Murroughs  has  been  employing  the  theories  and  techniques  of  Lange 
and  Brock  under  office  conditions.  In  rapport  with  Dr.  Lange  they  have  identified  one  type  of  patient 
which  did  not  respond  to  this  approach.  They  feel  that  urther  study  and  research  may  bring  an  answer. 
Dr  Lange  also  requests  that  a  series  of  observations  be  made  at  school  on  certain  features  associ- 
ated with  strabismus.  These  observations  either  cannot  be  readily  mode  in  private  practice  or  must
